Board of Trustees Celebrating 

Recommendat ion s it a v e 
been made to tlie Pasadeii.i 
Unified School District 
Board of Trustees for the e;<- 
pulsion of students from tin 
school district. 

The boiird in considering 
the rules and regulation^ 
have .used the Kdueatienai 
Code of the Stati* of Cali 
fornia sections 1052 atvi 
10004.3 which tends as fol¬ 
lows : 

10.52. The go\eining boarti 
of any school district shall 
Iirescribe rules not inconsis¬ 
tent with law or with the 
rules prescribt'd by the State 
Board of Education, for the 
government and distiitline of 
the -tehcols under its juris¬ 
diction. 

10G04.3. Any go\erni n g 
hoard may enforce the jtro- 
visions of Section 1052 by . . 

. . expelling a pupil in an.v 
(4ementary or socon d a r y 
school who refuses or m'g- 
lects to obey any rules pres- 
(libed pursuant to that sec¬ 
tion. 

The following rules per¬ 
taining to tlie exp’ilsion of 
students was adojited by the 
Board of Eduealion in 1953 
and read as follows: 

Students are forbidden ic 
'lave weapons on campus. 

Any instrunK'iit. such a.s 
knh’es, guns, li'ad piiie.t 
cliains, metal knu c k 1 e s, 
weighted met a 1 c o m h s, 
blarkjacks, wrenches, u n - 
authorized tools, or any 
other im[)lemenl lliat tlie 
school administrative staff 
deems could inflict bodily 
harm, will bo considered 
weapons. Whetlior these' in- 
str.'iments cr iniiilenients aie 
on a person, in a ca.- or 
locked on campus aii\’ 

Iilaee it must bo utK'ei’- 
stood that possession of any 
of these is in violation of 
this official school disirict 
i.otii’C. It must also he niidi r- 
slood that such a violation 
carries a reconinienflai i o n 
for expulsion.

Population 
Now 12,159 


In a survey taken quar- 
ti'ily by the County of Los 
Angeles Deiinrtment of Re¬ 
gional Planning, and re¬ 
leased on April 10, show.s 
that the City of Sierra M.i- 
dre is maintaining its popu¬ 
lation figures of the 1970 
census, and increasing its 
liousing. w'lile oilier parts of 
the county are losing out to 
r iburhan areas. 

The 1970 Census popula¬ 
tion of Sierra Madie was 
listed at 12,140, and tiie pop¬ 
ulation as reported by the 
LAD of RP shows that as of 
the finish of tlie five yeai’s 
after the Census the popul;i- 
lion stands at 12,159, a gain 
of 19 or 0.15 per cent. In the 
area of housing, tlie 1970 
Census showed Sierra Madre 
had a total of 4..14i housing 
units, and the five year per¬ 
iod showed that 4.550 were 
evidenced, this is a gain of 
106 dwelling units for a per¬ 
centage gain of 2.4 tier cent. 

Tlie report goes on to say 
that the central core of Los 
Angeles County is losing 
p.ap'tlation and the outlyiiig 
sections are gc.ining, wil'i 
the Planners study showing 
that the Central Co'.-e’s popu¬ 
lation dropped bv 5.2 p' r 
cent from 1,754,188 to 1.- 
tT)3.800 during the past five 
years or since the 1970 
Census was reoordt'd. 

Losses for the five-year 
period were also recerdtHi in 
Long Beach, down 5.9 per 
cent; Inglewood. 5.5 per ceni 
and Comptan, 10.1 per cent. 

Tlie San Gabriel 'Valley re¬ 
corded a 1.4 per cent gain 
during the same period. The 
San Fernando Valley's popu¬ 
lation rose by 1.3 per cent 
and the Palos Verdes Penin¬ 
sula went up by 16.7 jK-r 
cent.

New Records Set 
In Gasoline Usage 

California motorists con¬ 
tinued to set new records tor 
gasoline consum p t i o n in 
February. 

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that gasoline us¬ 
age during that month was 
higher than in any previous 
February. It was 8.2 per cent 
greater than in Febru.ary, 
1975; a whopping 16.1 per 
cent more than in February, 
1974, during the oner g y 
crisis; and 6.3 per cent above 
figures for Febri'ary, 1973. 

Reilly noted, however, that 
gallonage in February. 1976 
fell 4.3 per cent below that 
of the preceding month, a 
customary decrease that is 
both seasonal and due to the 
shorter month. Ttie gasoline 
distribution data show tax¬ 
able sales by distributor.^ to 
retail outlets, brokers, and 
certain other distributors. 

Reilly said that the reve¬ 
nue to the state from that 
tax was $56.79 million in 
February, down million 
trem January, but up $4.28 
million from February, 1975.

Dear Editor: 

The so - called federal 
election reform law, which is 
Public Law 93-443, became 
effective January 1, 1975. 
Ostensibly, it was supposed 
to cleanse the financing of 
political campaigns; in ef¬ 
fect, remove the possibility 
for a few individuals or or¬ 
ganizations to contro-l a can¬ 
didate through huge contri¬ 
butions. 

Something went worng, 
however, and in Douglas 
Caddy's book, “How They 
Rig Our Elections,” Son. 
Herman Talmadge described 
it as "an effort to destroy 
the freedoms of the Ameri¬ 
can people to choose in the 
electicn process.” 

In a nutshell, it controls 
contributions of corporations 
and individuals, but there is 
one big exception . . . the 
unions are not co\ ered by it: 
George Meany boasted, in 
1971, “We’ve got the finest 
political organization in the 
nation right now in the AFL- 
CIO.” roday he claims to 
control Congress, hav i n g 
supported and elected in 
1974 two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers of both the Senate and 
the House of Represenia- 
tives! 

Another description of thi;; 
law is “the Incumbents’ 
Protection Act,” as it al¬ 
lows the incumbents to spend 
more money than a chal- 
lancer. There are many 
parts which are considered 
not only discriminatory, but 
unconstitutional, as well, and 
a court challenge is current¬ 
ly in proce.<:s. 

If the voters want a fu-

lure in which they won’t 1 
have to make the decisions, 
and have everything con¬ 
trolled from Washington, 
then all they have to do is 
keep their heads in the sand 
and not get active in tlicir 
local political party. 

On the other hand, if the 
voters really care about 
controlling their own des¬ 
tiny, then they had better get 
“off their duff” and pay at¬ 
tention to what’s happening. 

Start a Legislative Dis¬ 
cussion Group in your own 
neighborhood, resulting in 
letters to your Congressman 
and Senator. Ask to meet 
with them locally, next lime 
they are in this area. Your 
taxes are paying their sal¬ 
aries, and they will listen to 
you, but only if you sliow 
determination and interest in 
what’s going on.

Did You File 
Form No. 940? 

The Internal Revenue 
Service announc e d that 
12,000 letters will be sent to 
many small business firms 
regarding the possible non- 
filing of Federal Unenqiloy- 
ment Tax Returns 'Form 
940). The mailing began last 
week and will continue over 
the n e .\ t three weeks 
throughout the 12 - county 
SoTJthern California area. 

IRS Southern California 
District Director V/itiiam H. 
Connett explained that due 
to changes in the Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act. em¬ 
ployers are now required to 
file Form 940 if during the 
current or preceding year 
they employ^ one or more 
employees for some portion 
of at least one day during 
each of 20 different calendar 
weeks (the 20 weeks do not 
have to be consecutii’e). Em¬ 
ployers would also be re¬ 
quired to file Form 940 if 
they paid '.vages of $1.500 or 
more during any caleiidar 
quarter of the current or 
preceding year. 

As a result of these 
changes Connett noted, 
many firms may have over¬ 
looked filing the necessary 
Employer’s Annual Federal 
Unemployment Tax Return 
although they paid cxmtribu- 
tions into the California 
State unemployment insur¬ 
ance fund. He said IRS re¬ 
cognizes that most busi- 
nes.ses conscientiously com¬ 
ply with the tax laws. Con¬ 
nett added, however, that 
beca.use these laws are com¬ 
plex, some employers may 
not be fully .nware of all the 
tax requirements that apply 
to their individual cases. 

Connett urged the firms 
receiving letters to respond 
as quickly as pos.sible. He 
stated that those businesses 
which do not respond will bo 
contacted by an IRS repre¬ 
sentative in pierson or by 
phone.

Alternative Grads 
Unemployment 
Percentages Low 

Results of a recently com¬ 
pleted Pasadena school dis¬ 
trict study disclose an un¬ 
employment rate of 1.3 per 
cent for graduates of the 
Alternative School for the 
four year period, 1971-75. 

Calling this unemployment 
rate "phenomenally 1 o w” 
principal Paud Finot attri¬ 
butes the reasons for it to 
“treating students with res¬ 
pect while maintaining high 
academic and attendance 
standards and getting stu¬ 
dents to help 'run’ the 
school.” 

The study conducted by 
district consultant Constance 
Leveille, revealed that only 
two of the 145 graduates 
participating in the study 
were unemployed (1.3 per 
cent); 80 were currently at¬ 
tending universities (55 per 
cent); and 43 were working 
full time (29 per cent). The 
remaining 22 graduates (15 
per cent) were in the service, 
at home with children, en¬ 
gaged in foreign travel or 
matrici'jlating in special 
schools. 

During this four-year per¬ 
iod the Alternative School 
graduated a total of 192 stu¬ 
dents, of whom 145 were able 
to be contacted for the 
study. Finot it now principal 
of Washington Center for 
Alternative Programs, the 
school resulting from a mer¬ 
ger of the Evening High 
School and the K-12 Alterna 
tive School. 

"I’ve always been very 
proud of graduates and am 
very pleased with the results 
of the graduate survey. Af¬ 
ter all, I g.uess the evalua 
tion of any process is really 
determined by the final pro¬ 
duct — and our product has 
been beautiful people,” com¬ 
mented Finot when present- ' 
ed with the results of the \ 
study.

Real Community Project! 

The Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club, under its President, 
Benson Hagel, has announced plans to launch a cam 
paign in which they will seek to unite all local civic and 
service oragnizations in one of the most beneficial pro¬ 
grams ever 'undertaken in our community. 

The group hopes to coordinate the raising of $18,000 
to $20,000 for an Emergency Medical Veihicle that will be 
capable of carrying all the apparatus and appliances of 
the Fire Department’s Emergencj' Medical Technician’s 
Team plus provide transportation, in a life or death 
situation, if necessary. Many members of the community 
have lc,ng noted that the present vehicle, a 1968 Chevro¬ 
let Station Wagon has been out-grown and that a more 
spacious and modern vehicle was needed. 

Uix>n evaluation by members of the Club, the Chief 
of the Fire Department and the EMT’s it was 'decided 
that a pro| 5 erly equipped van, with conversion possibili- 
tie.s, would be the most practical vehicle to obtain. It 
would be roomy, and with built-in cabinets and shelving 
all n.ecesarsy equipment could be kept readily available 
for any type of medical emergency. 

When members of the fire department converted the 
present station wagon for medical equipment transporting 
they kept in mind that most interior fixtures must be 
installed in such a manner as to be readily removable 
for emergency transporting, and have on a few occasions 
found this necessary. However, with its low ceiling 
and limited space, cardiopulmonary resuscitation can be 
administered only by placing the patient on the floor and 
then the size of the patient mu.st be taken into considera¬ 
tion as a full-size adult provides an impossible situa¬ 
tion. 

Since the Emergency Medical Program was started 
in Sierra Madre approximately two and a half years 
ago, more than 700 people have been treated by the 
Fire Department’s ElVrr’s and every piece of equipment 
carried i.n their Medical Unit has been put to use at 
.some time or other. Additional equipment .should be added, 
but their is no room in the present vehicle without locking 
in some of the pre.sently carried items. It has just plain 
been out-grown. 

Some memlwr of eveiy organization has probably been 
.served by the present vehicle and its personnel and so 
therefore it is felt that every organization would directly 
benefit by the acquisition of the vehicle that is specifically 
designed for delivering to the scene of a medical emer¬ 
gency all the equipment that could be need'i^d. 

The Kiwanians arc hoping to get the coci)eratio.n of 
tire scn.-ice dlubs, the .schools, the churches and hopefully 
from many individuals who liave the desire to help their 
fire 'department provide the very best in emergency 
medical care. 

Medical emergencies are never scheduled and' shc.ild 
it CKfur to any memln'r of our community we want to 
know that the help that is needed is provided anrl the 
necfled equipment to provide this care, will be parked 
at their dewr within a short ircricd of time. Although we 
hope it it never needed, it is comforting to know that it 
is awilable. 

Arrangemrmts have been made for all of the bank¬ 
ing institutions, Lloyds Bank California, lmi)erial Savings 
and L(Kin and Bank of America to bo points for depositing 
donations to the Sierra Madr-e Medical Unit Fund. Plus 
a.ny Kiwanian or Fire Department EMT and the Fire Pre 
vention Office will gladly handle your donation. 

Our community has always supported' werthwhile 
causes .vnd we believ.3 tiiat this is worthwhile to says 
the least. It .sounds like a lot of money, and is, hut it 
will he nrc.ney well spent and our community and its citi¬ 
zens are the ones that will benefit. Every dollar will aid 
thr*c within our community who need emergency medical 
help anfl it is hard to find a cau.se that could be more 
worthwhile than this. This service hag always been pro¬ 
vided fri'e of charge, as the men behind the program 
believe that those who need their .services the most are 
those that can afford it the least.

if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”; 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. Tiie body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in n deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics; 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
